Submitted herewith is the report of an ex- 
amination and audit of the accounts of the City 
of Claremont for the fiscal year ended December 
31, 1968, which was made by this Division in 
accordance with the request of the City Council 
and City Manager. Exhibits as hereafter listed 
are included as part of the report. 


Scope of Audit 


The accounts and records of all city officials 
charged with the custody, receipt and disburse- 
ment of public funds were examined and audited 
in accordance with generally accepted auditing 
standards, and accordingly included such tests 
of the accounting records and such other auditing 
procedures as were considered necessary in the 
circumstances. 


Verification of uncollected and unredeemed 
taxes was made by mailing notices to delinquent 
taxpayers as indicated by the Collector’s records. 
The amounts of uncollected and unredeemed 
taxes as indicated in this report- are therefore 
subject to any changes which may be necessitated 
by the return of verification notices.

In January, 1968, newly elected councilmen 
were admisintered the Oath of Office by City 
Clerk Rose Ellen Haugsrud. Councilors taking 
the oath were Sydney J. Clarke, William E. 
Boudette, Jr., Donald G. White, Donald W. 
Limoges, Rowena C. Daniels, Theodore M. 
Monetta Rodney G. Webster, Charles P. Puksta, 
and Carmine F. D’Amante. 


Sydney Clarke was elected Mayor and 
Theodore Monetta Assistant Mayor. 


Rowena Daniels was named chairman of an 
Industrial Relations Committee with members 
Boudette and White to serve with her. The 
committee was designed by the City Council to 
negotiate for the rental, lease, sale or similar 
disposition of all or a portion of the Joy pro- 
perties owned by the city. 


* * 


In February, a motion to deposit parking 
meter monies into the present off-street parking 
fund was defeated 6-3. 

A motion to keep the city dump open from 
6-8 p.m. on Mondays and Wednesdays during 
the daylight saving period was adopted. 

The Public Hearing on Ordinance 109, “Job 
Classification and Salaries of Officials and Agents 
of the City of Claremont” was held and the 
ordinance was adopted by the Council. 


City Manager George C. Benway was author- 
ized in March to borrow $68,607.08 on_ short- 
term basis to apply to the Washington Street 
project. 

Also, it was decided to repair Main Street 
from the so-called Joy crossing to Claremont 
Flock during the construction season. 


There was considerable discussion concern- 
ing the conversion of two diagonal parking spaces 
in front of the Tumble Inn Diner to one parellel 
space. The motion was defeated 4-3. 

A special meeting to re-certify the Workable 
Program for Urban Renewal was held with dis- 
cussion regarding the buildings still standing on 
North Street. Tom McCarthy Director of the 
Claremont Housing Authority, agreed to look 
into the matter and “Review of Progress” was 
adopted. 


In April, the public hearing on the resolution © 
to raise $23,000 for the urban renewal program 
brought only one comment and that was in 
favor. The resolution was adopted. 

The public hearing on Ordinance 100, 
“Adopting a Fire Prevention Code Prescribing 
Regulations Governing Conditions Hazardous 
to Life and Property from Fire or Explosion,” 
was held and the ordinance was adopted. 
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City Council — continuea) 

The Junior Sports League was granted per- 
mission to repair the Pearl Street yard. 

Donald Limoges was re-appinted to the 
Zoning Board of Adjustment for five years. 

At the regular May meeting, it was decided 
to remove the green arrow from the traffic light 
at Drapers Corner. A motion to re-consider 
this decision at the June session was defeated. 


The Council also adopted a resolution endors- 

ing a broad base tax for the State of New Hamp- 

shire and commended the Citizen’s Counncil for 

a Pits New Hampshire for their efforts in that 
ehalf.

Residents of Arch Road signed a petition 
relative to the Bourdon Manufacturing Co. barn 
in their neighborhood. The petition, read at the 
June Council meeting, said that the grounds 
should be cleaned-up. Councilman Monetta said 
Bourdon had informed him that he had leased 
space at the old Joy building and the building 
on Arch Road would be vacated. The Building 
Inspector was instructed to check on the pro- 
gress. 

The Council endorsed the entry from the 
Claremont Men’s Garden Club to the N. H. 
Committee on Natural Beauty. 

James McGuire was elected to the Zoning 
Board of Adjustment. 

It was voted that persons filing for appointed 
offices be referred to the Public Safety Committee 
for study and that the committee bring a recom- 
mendation to the Council. The motion carried 
6-3. 

William Haubrich was re-appointed to the 
Dartmoutth-Lake Sunapee Region Association. 

Counncilman White introduced a motion 
that the city look into the possibility of hiring 
a City Engineer. 

Also in June, the city entered into an agree- 
ment with Arden Acres to extend the water main 
from the Joy Manufacturing Company on the 
River Road to the Claremont-Charlestown line.

Marquis Avenue and Oakwood Drive were 
accepted by the city. 

Richard Limoges was elected a member of 
the police commission, over candidates, Robert 
Arcand, C. Warner Carpenter, Harold Crossman, 
James Laushannce and Norman Patch. Albert 
B. Valliere’s resignation from the commission 
was accepted with regret. 

Other appointments confirmed at the July 
meeting were N. C. Marro, Master Plumber; 
Alfred Lambert, Journeyman Plumber and Dr. 
Wilson Haubrich, Health Officer. City Manager 
George Benway made these appointments, pend- 
ing Council approval. 

The Council also approved Mr. Benway’s 
appointment of Joseph Green as the new librarian. 


More appaintments were made in August. 
Vincent A. Perkins and Mrs. C. A. Knuckey were 
re-appointed to the Frances J. Tolles Home Board 
of Trustees for three-year terms. 

After the abolition of the Industrial Com- 
mittee, a public hearing was held to determine 
the disposition of the old Joy property City 
Manager Benway was instructed to advertise 
the sale of the buildings. It was eventually sold 
to Samuel A. Tamposi and Associates of Nashua 
for $106,000. 

Robert E. Arcand was elected a member of 
the Police Commission over three candidates. 


New bleacheres for Monadnock Park was 
the first problem the Council faced in September 
and they voted $13,000 be appropriated. (the 
school district shares the cost) 

Mrs. Honorine Bourdon, chairman of the 
Planning Board, presented the proposed Zoning 
Ordinance and it was placed on first reading. 

In September, the council re-established the 
Industrial Committee with the proviso that the 
Council set forth all criteria for the sale of the 
Joy property. 

Equipment was purchased for the Highway 
Department to clean catch basins. The cost of 
$4.701 was compared to the $1,200 it usually 
costs the city each year to hire the job done. 

White Water Brook Dam #2 was in opera- 
tion and was approved by the federal govern- 
ment. 

Donna Lee King, News Directors for WTSV 
and former editor of the City Report was com- 
meded by the Council for her appointment to 
“Column Eight”, a program on Channel 11 in 
Durham. 

In October, the Vocational Institute was 
granted use of Barnes Park for soccer games 
and three local pilots, obtained a lease on city 
land at the airport for construction of a two- 
plane hanger. 

Also during October, the Council approved 
stop and yield signs on various streets and dis- 
cussed, at length, the refuse disposal problems.

Appointments for a Federal Traffic Safety 
Committee included Police Chief William Lynch, 
Fire Chief Paul Lovejoy, Deputy Police Chief 
Donald Michaud George Disnard, superintendent 
of schools, Mayor Sydney J. Clarke, and City 
Manager Benway. 

Christmas cards were sent from the Council 
to local men serving in the Armed Services. 

City Charter revisions to be presented to 
the General Court included school board elections 
to be on day of Council elections the time of 
canvass to be at 7 p.m. on the next Thursday 
following the elections; to provide for the elec- 
tion of a mayor and assistant mayor by popular 
vote; yearly compensation for Councilmen; word-

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Fire Department 
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THE ENTIRE DEPARTMENT responded to this fire in an apartment house on 132 
Chestnut Street. The snorkel truck (left) was pressed into service for the smokey 


blaze which left three families homeless. 


Two persons died in Claremont fires during 
1968. They were Randall Greenwood, 9, who 
perished in a blaze at his parent’s home on the 
Twistback Road, December 29 and William H. 
Handly, 88, who was burned in a fire at his 
home on Washington Street. Handly died of his 
injuries at Mary Hitchcock Memorial Hospital 
on August 7, 1968. 


During 1968 this Department responded to 
3465 fire calls. In addition to these, approximately 
5,000 calls were received either requesting fire 
permits, inspections or information. 


There were 102 oil burners that passed 
inspection during the year and a number of these 
required second and third reinspections prior to 
being approved. In addition to this many oil 
and gas storage tanks that were to be buried 
had to be inspected to insure proper covering 
before burying. 

One hundred thirty-four written fire permits 
were issued, the locations of many had to be 
inspected prior to issuance of the permits, and 
456 telephone permit were given. 


New equipment purchased during 1968 and 
making the Department more efficient included: 
a portable generator placed on the Snorkel; a 
portable pump on Engine 3; pump on Engine 1 
rebuilt and new priming devise installed; and 
three Plectrons purchased and placed in homes 
of firemen insuring faster response to fires. 


In the Fire Station a complete new bath- 
room was installed on the second floor—all 
plumbing, wiring and painting being done by 
the firemen. Electrical wiring in the Station is 
being replaced, some of which was done this 
year, and a new heat detector system was 
installed in the cellar and in parts of the appa- . 
ratus floor. The front ramp of the Station was 
again sealed to preserve the asphalt. 


During Fire Prevention Week all schools 
were visited and fire drills held, with suggestions 
being made that would empty schools faster. 
In addition to this all third, fourth and fifth grade 
classes were visited by the Deputy Chief and 
firemen and a home-escape plan was outlined 
for approximately 1,074 students. 
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Fire Department (Continued) 


Fire inspections during that week numbered 
143 and included service stations, garages, apart- 
ment blocks and other public buildings. During 
these inspections 40 violations were found, many 
of which have since been corrected. 


As any good Department realizes, it’s work 
not only includes containment of fires but more 
important the prevention of the fires and in the 
event of fires, the prevention of injuries and loss 
of life. Going along with this line of thinking 
a class was held in conjunction witth the Fire 
Marshall’s Office at the Claremont Nursing Home. 


That was a class in evacuation and was well 
received by all nurses and aides. Similar classes 
were held at the Claremont General Hospital 
and Sullivan County Home concerning the use 
of fire extinguishers. 

Bomb scares in local high schools and fac- 
tories again were present and each of these was 
fully investigated. All public halls and places 
of assembly were measured and equated to 
obtain the maximum number of persons that 
could be safely in each place. After this, spot 
inspections were made to insure that this number 
was not exceeded. 

Monthly training drills were held in the 
station for all call and permanent men. In 
addition to these, four series of training sessions 
were conducted involving aproximately 100 
hours of classes. These were also attended by 
both call and permanent men and were taught 
by a qualified instructor from the Fire Service 
under the State Board of Education. 


Both Deputy Chiefs attended classes in 
Dartmouth Medical Center on application of 
First Aid. 

During 1968 new fire alarm boxes and new 
fire alarm wires were installed in various parts 
of the City. The new boxes, all put in at the 
owner’s expense, were installed at Cross Baking 
Co., Claremont Daily Eagle, Vocational School 
and Atrax. 

The fire alarm wire was replaced from the 
corner of North and Elm Streets to the Claremont 
Nursing Home and new wire was strung from 
the Nursing Home to the Vocational School. 
Wire was replaced in the Beauregard Village 
area of the City, along Washington Street and 
approximately one-half mile was replaced on 
Maple Avenue and one-quarter mile on Broad 
Street. More replacement will be made in the 
Broad Street area during 1969. 


The alarm system has four circuits with 82 
alarm boxes, 15 of which are automatic. All 
boxes were tested four times during 1968. At 
present there are approximately 75 miles of 
wire in service. The maintenance of this system 
requires continual tree-trimming, and relocation 
of wires due to changes of poles by the power 
and telephone companies. Four new batteries 
were placed in the central-control panel of the 
alarm system at the station. The batteries re- 


placed had been in service since 1957. The 
remaining four will be replaced this year. 

There are 13 regular firemen in the depart- 
ment working under Chief Paul Lovejoy who 
was appointed chief in 1964. There are approxi- 
mately 38 call men. 

Chief Lovejoy’s records of the 346 fire calls 
received during 1968 shows the following classi- 
fications: residential, 117; non-residential assem- 
bly, 8; mercantile, 16; manufacturing, 16; storage, 
etc., 3; grass or brush, 72, miscellaneous, 1, and 
all other fires, 57. 

In addition, there were 3 false alarms and 
53 alarms for non-fires within the city limits 
ae as accidents, first aid and other emergency 
calls.

Councilor Rowena C. Daniels submitted her 
resignation in November and her position was 
filled by Jack Weiner. There were three appli- 
cants for the vacancy.

The Council voted to adopt the name of 
Grissom Lane for the so-called Joy Road which 
connects Route 12 with the River Road. 


William E. Boudette, Jr., resigned as Council- 
man-at-large. His successor was to be named 
in January, 1969. 


A special meeting on the last day of 1968 
was held for the purpose of receiving the pro- 
posed preliminary budget from City Manager 
Benway It marked the end of a productive year 
with promises of a better Claremont in 1969. 
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POLICE CHIEF William J. Lynch congratulated two members of 
the St. Mary Grammar School Safety Patrol for their assistance 
in keeping Claremont free from pedestrian traffic deaths. The 
Pedestrian Safety Citation was awarded to the local police depart- 
ment by the AAA for an absence of pedestrian deaths in the city. 


The annual report of the Claremont Police 
Department for 1968 once again shows an in- 
crease in most of the department’s activities. 


According to Chief William J. Lynch, the 
police vehicles traveled a distance of 164,352 
miles while engaged in investigating 7,758 com- 
plaints of all natures. (388 motor vehicle ac- 
cidents including three fatalities; 122 accidents 
with personal injury; providing emergency trans- 


portation 1,511 times and 5,443 security checks 
of vacant homes.) 


Chief Lynch said there were 205 serious 
crimes committed in Claremont during 1968 and 
125 were cleared by arrest. These crimes in- 
cluded aggravated assault, burglary, larceny, auto 
theft, forgery, assault and offenses against the 
family. There were 1,631 crimes investigated 
and processed through the court; exclusive of 
parking violations.

-The crime:clearance rate is above average 
in Claremont based on national statistics, the 
Chief said, but the force is continually trying to 
improve their skill to protect persons and pro- 
perty. 

Through the efforts of the Police Commis- 
sion, four officers received specialized training 
in 1968. 


Sgt. William F. Blewitt attended the Com- 
mand Training Institute at Babson Institute in 
Wellesley, Mass., for four weeks of intensive 
training in the advanced field of law enforcement 
for officers of command. 


Captain Ernest M: Fausse prrended the Police 
Photographer’s Northeast Training Conference on 
technical evidence at Boston. 


Sgt. Dan Wright completed the necessary 
training. to. graduate as a Firearms Instructor 
from the FBI Instructors School held at Wake- 
field, Mass 

Patrolman David rancor completed an ad- 
vanced course in Emergency Care of the Sick 
and Wounded at the Dartmouth Medical School 
in Hanover. 


In addition to these specialized courses, all 
of the officers attended courses in police training 
given by the New Hampshire State Police Train- 
ing School 

The Police Commission, comprised of Edward 
J. Tenney II, Robert Arcand and Richard Limoges, 
continues to give department members oppor- 
tunities each year for further education in the 
field of progressive law enforcement.

In addition to these regular officers, a re- 
serve force of 10 special policemen assist the 
force on weekends. The Sullivan County REACT 
group also helps the department with their 
Citizen’s Band radios to police special events. 
Chief Lynch adds that the group has performed 
a valuable service for the department without 
cost to the city. 


In issuing his report for 1968, Chief Lynch 
said “I would like to recommend consideration 
of a Juvenile Officer for the coming year to act 
as a liaison between the court, police, schools, 
parents and the juvenile offender. Our juvenile 
problems are showing a steady increase and we 
should have full-time help in this area of law 
ennforcement.”’ 


Lynch also suggested the appointment of a 
Dog Constable to adequately handle the increased 
complaints received by the police department. 

Chief Lynch commended the members of 
his department for a “job well done in 1968”. 
He also expressed thanks to the City Manager, 
Judge Albert D. Leahy, police commissioners, 
Clerk of Court William Nobbs, Mayor Clarke, 
the City Council and all department heads for 
making the job of the police ‘“a little easier.” 
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John Fennessy, superintendent of the High- 
way Department, and his 14 man crew had a 
busy year in 1968. 


January brought a major snow storm as 
well as four minor storms; all of the type that 
caused very slippery conditions. Plowing, salting 
and sanding operations were carried out and 
snow was removed. The department applied 
202 tons of salt and 690 yards of sand. 


Another six inches of snow fell during Feb- 
ruary necessitating more plowing, salting and 
sanding. The crews cut brush and dead trees 
in the Red Water Brook Road and Sugar River 
Drive sections of the city. Cold patching was 
also carried on. 

March produced more of the same for the 
plowing crews with two storms dropping six 
more inches of snow. The remainder of the 
month was spent cold patching, sand patching, 
thawing culverts and flow lines and turning 
water. 

Relief from the white powder came in April 
and the men removed snow fences. They also 
patched chuck holes, smoothed gravel roads, 
picked-up rubbish along the highways and re- 
placed damaged signs. 

The Main Street project began in April and 
upon removal of the cement surface it was found 
that the largest areas broken-up were caused 
by a clay and water combination which was 
heaving when it froze. The department exca- 
vated and backfilled with gravel. They also 
installed six-inch perforated pipe in the area 
near West Side Avenue and applied a hot mix 
surface. 

Work on the so-called Joy Road resumed 
in May. This road, which connects the Charles- 
town Road with the River Road, began in 1967 
and was nearly completed when cold weather 
forced the work to stop. Side drainage was 
completed during May and slope work continued. 
More gravel was applied and during September 
the road was penetrated and sealed. The road 
was scheduled to open when a railroad crossing 
was installed; sometime in 1969. 


In June, the department applied asphalt to 
the Twistback Road, Old Church Road, Under- 
pass Road, Plains Road, Paddy Hollow Road, 
Clay Hill Road, Roosevelt Road, Airport Hill, 
Webster Avenue, 800 feet of Bible Hill, Citizens 
Street and 600 feet of Hillside Avenue. 


Also in June, the men graded and chloridated 
gravel roads in the city. A drainage extension 
was installed on Chase Street and the Bond 
Street project was completed. 

Drainage on Glenwood Drive was com- 
pleted during July and gravel was applied to 
the street. The Drive was penetrated in August. 
The department also carried on routine main- 
tenance such as cold patching, grading and 
pulling shoulders. 

Penetration applications were done on 
Grannis Street, Hillside Avenue, Langseth Ave- 
nue, Memorial Drive, and Neilsen Street. 


Fennessy noted during the summer of 1968 
that a heavy toll was taken on street signs and 
stop signs due to vandalism. 

A Dix seal resurfacing project was carried 
out on North and South Streets in September

Two major projects were completed in 1968. 
The water main replacement project was com- 
pleted in early summer. This leaves only about 
700 feet of the old cement pipe in the city, plus 
some transmission lines from Winter Street to 
Straw and McQuaid reservoirs. 


The increased pipe size has given the city 
more water for fire protection. The Tremont 
Square area now has approximately 6000 gal- 
lons per minute for protection. 


The other project, the White Water Brook 
Reservoir, was completed ad accepted in Sep- 
tember. The reservoir filled and ran over on 
December 1, 1968. This increased the storage 
from 170,000,000 gallons to 411,000,000. 


The Water Department crews also laid 1,300 
feet of new main extension and re-laid 1,400 
feet. Fifty new services were installed and 90 
services were re-laid. Four new hydrants were 
installed. 


Water consumption for 1968 was 435,867,000 
gallons, a decrease of 9,000,000 gallons from 1967. 
This averages 1,194,000 gallons per day. 

Total recorded precipitation for 1968 was 
38.97 inches. This was 3.19 inches above the 
54-year average of 35.78 inches per year. 

The Sewer Department activities in 1968 
were mainly those of yearly maintenance. Ap- 
proximately 1000 feet of sewer main extensions 
were laid bringing the total footage to 158,000 
feet or about 33 miles. Twenty-three new sewer 
services were installed. 


During 1968, some 300,241,322 gallons of 
sewerage were treated at the sewage plant and 
3,580,000 cubic feet of gas was generated. 

Haakon Pederson has been the head of the 
department since 1948. There are approximately 
14 others working either full or part-time in 
the department.

Emphasis on a rural atmosphere was the 


aim of the Hardy Brothers who constructed the units. 


Two hundred and thirty-seven building per- 
mits were issued by Claremont’s building in- 
spector during 1968. Total estimated costs in- 
dicated on the permits was $1,195,557. 


The two largest permits issued were to 
Schneider, Inc., for an addition and re-modeling 
at their Washington Street bottling company 
and to Sinclair Machine Products, Inc. to build 
an addition to their Airport Road plant. 


Other firms obtaining building permits dur- 
ing 1968 were Cross Bakery to build outside 
bulk storage tanks for flour; Ring Development, 
Inc., to build a car wash; Merriam and Graves 
Corporation for a new building; an additionn for 
Guimond Farms Dairy; and another addition at 
Imported Cars of Claremont. 


Other local firms making changes in 1968 
were Eagle Publications, Inc., remodeling; an 
addition on Avery & Avery’s garage; a new 
hanger at the Claremont Airport; an addition 
at the Bass Junk Yard and re-modeling a store 
by Television Specialists, formerly occupied by 
J. J. Newbury Co. 


The Puritan Clothing Store also re-modeled 


quarters in a new Pleasant Street location after 
being located on Sullivan Street for many years. 


N. C. Marro Supply, Inc., re-modeled a new 
building on Main Street that was formerly oc- 
cupied by the Pittsburgh Plate Glass Company. 


Forty-nine new homes were constructed in 
Claremont during 1968 and a new concept in 
multi-family dwellings was constructed by the 
Hardy Brothers on the Charlestown Road. The 
development, known as Oakwood, is comprised 
of four buildings totaling 16 apartments. The 
construction began in the fall of 1967 but the 
finished product was opened to potential occu- 
pants during 1968. The emphasis was placed 
on the rural atmosphere at the development with 
trees and shrubs providing maximum privacy. 


Building Inspector Clifford Lamere removed 
more than 300 junk cars from various sections 
of the city with the assistance of the Claremont 
Police Department during 1968. 


Lamere is responsible for visiting construc- 
tion and re-modeling sites as well as_ issuing 
permits, scanning plans and inspecting building.

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Claremont Housing Authority 


During 1968 the Claremont Housing Au- 
thority made substantial advances in both Urban 
Renewal and Housing for the Elderly. 

The Commissionners of the Authority were: 
Robert M. Love, Chairman; Dr. Charles F. Keeley, 
Vice Chairman; William L. Gaffney, Treasurer; 
Harold L. Woodward and William A. Kirn, Jr. 
Thomas J. McCarthy continued as the Authority’s 
Executive Director with offices at 45 Crescent 
street. 


Urban Renewal 


On September 10, 1968 the Claremont Hous- 
ing Authority received authorization from the 
Department of Housing and Urban Development 
to proceed with Survey and Planning activities 
in the Lacasse Park Urban Renewal area. 

The firm of James P. Purcell Associates of 
Hartford, Conn. was employed by the Housing 
Authority to conduct this phase of the project, 
with costs to be borne from a Federal planning 
advance of $140,674. 

All administrative costs of the Claremont 
Housing Authority arising from Survey and 
Planning work are likewise federally funded. 

William V. Malarich was hired as Assistant 
Urban Renewal Director and he completed the 
preliminary relocations surveys required by the 
renewal procedure. 

Structural surveys of all buildings in the 
Lacasse Park area were completed by the plan- 
ning firm, which also investigated the special] 
problems presented by the area’s topography 
and sewage disposal facilities. 

The local Housing Authority staff completed 
property ownership surveys and obtained copies 
of the necessary documents from the Sullivan 
County Registry of Deeds and the records office 
of the Probate Court. Negotiations were under- 
taken to obtain the services of a qualified econo- 
mist to carry out a Land Use and Marketability 
Study of the area to determine the future direc- 
tion for its economic development. 


Housing For The Elderly 


The Federal government through the Hous- 
ing Assistance Administration of the Department 
of Housing and Urban Development authorized 
the local Housing Authority to undertake the 
development of 100 units of low rent housing 
for the elderly at a cost not to exceed $1,718,581. 


A preliminary development program was 
approved by HUD and Douglas E. Page of Clare- 
mont was designated developer for a site on 
Maple Avenue. 

A so-called Letter of Intent to purchase the 
completed project was issued by the Housing 
Authority to Mr. Page, and ground breaking for 
the project was expected in the spring of 1969. 


General Comment 


Federal funds supplied the Claremont Hous- 
ing Authority made possible repayment to the 
City of Claremont and the City’s Water Depart- 
ment a total of $7,321.51 for expenses accrued 
since June 1, 1968. Since September 9, 1968, 
the Federal government supplied the local Hous- 
ing Authority a total of $41,425. for the conduct 
of its operations and under date of December 
26, 1968 the Housing Assistance Administration 
approved an additional sum of $8,555. for use 
in connection with expenses arising from the 
development of housing for the elderly.

and a secton of Broad Street near the American 
Legion Home was sealed. Roadside mowing 
was accomlished and the oil and sand resurfacing 
program was completed. 


During the month of October, the depart- 
ment received 600 tons of salt in preparation 
for a “long, hard, and miserable winter’, Fen- 
nessy said. The men also screened 1,100 cubic 
yards of sand in preparation for the anticipated 
snowfall. A last ditch effort to control the pot 
holes was made by another application of cold 
patch. Gravel roads were graded and chlorinaded 
and surface drain flow lines on Stevens Street 
were cleared of roots. 


Snow and rain was the weather pattern for 
November. The first major storm left 12 inches 
of snow atop what had already accumulated. 
Freezing rain closed out the month. The de- 
partment used 270 tons of salt and 590 yards 
of sand. 


The month of December was a busy one. 
The men spent long hours plowing, sanding, 
salting, and removing snow. From Dec. 15 
through the 28th there were four storms totaling 
about 24 inches of snow. (The normal snowfall 
for an entire winter is 60 inches.) The storms 
were the type that lasted for some time and 
caused very hazardous conditions. The depart- 
ment used 480 tons of salt, 675 yards of sand 
and two tons of chloride during December. 

John Fennessy has been the head of the 
Highway Department since 1956. There are 14 
men and a full-time clerk employed by the de- 
partment. 
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THE GREASED POLE CONTEST was a popular 
attraction for the youngsters at the first annual 
Old Fashioned Fourth of July celebration. The 
event was co-sponsored as a community project 
by the Rotary and Kiwanis Clubs and was rated 
a huge success. Anthony Zotto, director of parks, 
was in charge of all children’s contest which in- 
cluded sack races, bubble gum blowing contest, 
watermelon eating, and balloon blowing. 


The Claremont Recreation and Parks De- 
partment conducted many programs for all age 
groups during 1968. 

There were eight teams of girls basketball 
and 12 boys basketball teams who played weekly 
at the Junior Sports League hall. Four adult 
teams also competed. In March, a Twin State 
Tournament brought 28 teams from Claremont 
and surrounding communities into competition 
at the Junior High School. 


The Goodwin Community Center conducted 
five teams of softball and a Horseshoe League 
in addition to the 200 boys who participated in 
Little League and Babe Ruth League baseball. 
Volunteer coaches and managers supervised the 
baseball teams. 

Mrs. Arthur Whitcomb, mother of a Little 
Leaguer, spearheaded a drive to raise money for 
new baseball uniforms. A total of 120 uniforms 
were purchased. 

A Flag Football League proved popular in 
1968 for second and third grade boys. Four 
teams played a regular schedule of games. 


Children’s programs at the Center were well 
attended with more than 150 children taking ad- 
vantage of classes in cooking, folk dancing and 
crafts. Total attendance at the Center during 
1968 was 16,367 youths and 15,142 adults. 


The Center also conducted the annual ski- 
skate exchange, distributed toys for needy chil- 
dren at Christmas, erected the nativity scene in 
Broad Street Park, and assisted with the Old 
Fashioned Fourth of July celebration. 


A grand-slam baseball program was con- 
ducted for the celebration on July 4 and the 
department also provided a fireworks display at 
Monadnock Park for the event. 


Weekly band concerts by the American Band 
were conducted during the summer; nine at 
Broad Street Park and one at Monadnock. 

Parks and playgrounds were utilized fully 
in 1968. A senior and a junior leader at Monad- 
nock, Barnes and Moody Parks supervised pro- 
grams for children. 

The women’s Swim and Stay Fit program— 
a learn to Swim program for 408 youngsters 
and lifesaving courses were held at the Indoor 
Pool in addition to general attendance. Total 
paid attendance was 22,113. The wading pools 
at the indoor and outdoor pool were heavily used 
during the summer. Total attendance at the 
outdoor pool was 11,758. 

The swimming team competed in meets at 
the outdoor pool and the annual New Hampshire 
Recreation and Parks Society swim meet had 12 
communities participating in 1968. 


During the summer of 1968, more than 150 
from the American Youth Hostlers, Inc., used. 
overnight accommodations at the Center. 

Also at the Center, the School department 
used facilities for special education classes in- 
volving 30 boys and girls. 

The Learn to Ski program at the Country 
Club found 200 youngsters registered; all taught 
by volunteers. There were also four skating 
rinks maintained in the city parks. 

The old grandstand at Monadnock Park was 
demolished in 1968 and bleachers were replaced 
at that park. New equipment was purchased

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Health Department 


A new federal law regarding meat inspection 
curtailed some activity for Dr. Wilson Haubrich, 
VMD, Claremont’s Health Inspector, while an- 
other federal law for pollution increased his 
workload during 1968. 


Claremont Beef discontinued slaughtering 
operations at their Airport Hill building in June, 
1968 and completely renovated their plant. In 
compliance with federal law, a federal meat 
inspector was in attendance full-time and also 
inspected the Foster Beef operation. 


Dr. Haubrich still made plant inspections 
for general sanitation and worked in liason with 
the inspector in charge. 

The Anti-Pollution laws inacted by Congress 
called for more intense supervision of private 
sewage systems during 1968. 

According to Dr. Haubrich, all new sewage 
systems or any major repair of existing systems 
had to be completely diagramed and approved 
by the State Water Pollution Board, Building 
Inspector Clifford Lamere and the Board of 
Health. | 

Dr. Haubrich checked about 100 of these 
systems during the year before they were 
covered. A permanant record of these is kept 
at the Building Inspector’s office. 

Dr. Haubrich said complaints about pollu- 
tion in the Sugar River were more frequent dur- 
ing 1968. He attributed this to more public 
awareness of the pollution problems. 


Dr. Kenneth Staples, VMD, continued to act 
as city milk inspector during 1968. Monthly 
bacteriological tests were taken and placed on 
file in the department. All dairies in the area 
were inspected by Dr. Staples. 

Inspection of all Claremont restaurants 
continued to be another responsibility for Dr. 
Haubrich. He said there are four routine exami- 
nations during the year and that once a year, 
restaurant items are sent to a laboratory for a 
bacteria count. He added that Claremont has 
one of the strictest licensing codes for restau- 
rants in the state. 


Dr. Haubrich has been Health Supervisor 
since 1939. He is also a member of the Board 
of Health which generally consists of a veteri- 
narian, a dentist, a doctor, a housewife and a 
merchant. For the third year, members in 1968 
were Dr. Haubrich, Dr. Irving Crandall, Dr. 
William Ferriter, Sam Bayer and Mrs. Honorine 
Bourdon. 


The Board of Health instituted a new system 
of meeting in 1968. After a regular business 
meeting, they toured an important plant, facility 
or problem of vital interest to the board members 
such as the public waste disposal plant, the 
new reservoir the modernized Claremont Beef. 
Four regular meetings were held during 1968.

He is an ex-officio member of the Planning 
Board headed by Mrs. Honorine Bourdon. The 
Board’s proposed zoning for the city will prob- 
ably gain City Council approval in 1969. Mem- 
bers of the Planning Board are Mrs. Bourdon, 
chairman; Donald Clark, Paul Williams, Malcolm 
Carr, Arthur Forrest and A. J. Maranville, 
Jr. Clifford Lamere, Concilman Theodore M. 
Monetta and City Manager George C. Benway 
are all ex officio members. 


Lamere is also the acting agent of the 
Zoning Board of Adjustment. Councilman Donald 
Limoges is chairman of the group with Theodore 
Arel as acting chairman; Louis LaRiccia as sec- 
retary and members Arthur Forrest and James 
McGuire. 


Another board was set up in 1967-68 as a 
licensing system for plumbers that wish to work 
in the city. Members of the Plumbing Code 
board are Nicholas Marro, master plumber; 
Alfred Lambert journeyman plumber; and Dr. 
Wilson Haubrich, health officer. 


Clifford Lamere, Jr. was named Claremont’s 
first building inspector in June, 1965. Since 
then more than $9 million worth of building 
permits have been issued by his office. (Any 
remodeling job over $100 must be approved by 
Lamere and a permit issued).

THIS OLD GRAVE STONE is located in the Union 
Cemetery at West Claremont. The massive tree that 
has grown around the marker since the burial in 1819 
has obscured parts of the epitaph. 


The number of burials during 1968 decreased 
slightly from 1967. In 1967 the Cemetery De- 
partment performed 199 burials while in 1968 
the number was 158. 


William Lewis, superintendent, has been 
with the department for 13 years. 

Mr. Lewis said the Cemetery Department 
crew laid about 70 foundations and placed 57 
cornerposts during 1968. 

Thirty-four new lots were sold in Mountain 
View Cemetery and nine were sold in Union 
Cemetery. 

A fireproof safe was purchased to hold in- 
terment books and other valuable records. Other 
purchases were three lawn mowers and one 
trimmer. 

The Cemetery Department also repaired ap- 
proximately 125 sunken graves during 1968, 
beside the regular cemetery maintenance. 


The department is responsible for Mountain 
View and Union Cemeteries. They also care for 
High Street Cemetery. Although there are no 
lots available for sale in that historic cemetery 
or burials performed, it must be kept in good 
condition. Burials are still performed in the 
Pleasant Street Cemetery but there are no lots 
for sale. 

The Cemetery Department is also partially 
responsible for the care of St. Mary, Jarvis Hill 
and Meyer-David Cemeteries. The department 
keeps the records and performs burials in both 
St. Mary and Meyer-David. 

There are two men employed in the depart- 
ment year round besides Mr. Lewis. There are 
usually six extra men employed during the sum- 
mer months. 

The department, unlike many others in New 
England, performs burials in the winter with the 
use of a special frost-breaking machine. 

Mr. Lewis said the department was fortunate 
in 1968 because the amount of vandalism was 
less. On the other hand, their jobs were ham- 
pered by the unusual amount of snow.

1968 at the Fiske Free Library. This was a 
decrease from 44,848. There were 800 new 
library cards issued. 

According to Mr. Green, the people of Clare- 
mont took full advantage of the library’s offer 
to deliver books through the inter-library loan 
system. 

The Sarah Gilmore Room was a_ popular 
meeting place during the year. About 100 meet- 
ings were held by several different organizations 
in that room which was named for retired libra- 
rian, Miss Sarah Gilmore. 

Two successful programs conducted during 
1968 were the children’s story hour and the 
learning of art reproduction. 

Miss Susan Roman, a Stevens High School 
student, volunteered her time on Thursday after- 
noons from 3:30-4:30 to read to the children. 

The library purchased 100 art prints for one- 
month loan to the public. There are works by 


the old masters as well as modern artists. 


A Children’s Film Program was also held 
every Saturday morning and was well-attended, 
often with standing room only. Films were 
selected by Mrs. Ina Leahy, children’s librarian. 


Joseph Green came to Claremont August 15, 
1968, replacing Benjamin Bontemps. Green 
was formerly a student at Emery University 
Graduate School in Atlanta, Georgia.

The Visiting Nurse Association made a total 
of 2,354 visits during 1968. Mrs. Eleanor B. 
Parmelee, R.N., reported that 1,415 visits were 
paid; 367 were partially paid and 572 were free. 
The Association operated on the $7,490.65 from 
accounts receivable; $1,100 from’a Federal Grant 
ad $4,500 from the City of Claremont. 


The Well-Baby Clinic was held nine months 
during 1968 witth a total attendance of 156. 
This year the Clinic was run under new policies 
written by Mrs. Dorothy Allen, State nurse and 
approved by Dr. Dietch of the maternal health 
department in Claremont and the Claremont 
General Hospital Medical Society. 

Appointments for the Clinic were made 
through the Visiting Nurse office. Dr. Robert 
Lanzer and one other doctor presided at each 
clinic. They were assisted by Mrs. Dorothy 
Allen and Mrs. Betty Zerba, both R.N.’s. 

All new mothers were given brochures at 
the hospital before they were discharged. Lioness 
Club members sponsor the clinic. 

Fifty-two attended the Crippled Children’s 
Clinic at the CGH. It was held in January, 
April, July and October. Dr. Lanzer, Dr. Robert 
Shoemaker, Mrs. Allen, and Mrs. Robert Lanzer, 
R.N., were in attendance. 

Miss Mary Bullock, State Registered Physical 
Therapist, attended some of the clinics. They 
are for anyone to the age of 21. 

Mrs. Lanzer represented the VNA at a Com- 
munity Action meeting. 

Mittens given anonymously were distributed 
to needy children by the nurses. 


A hearing-aide was secured through the 
Crippled Children Service. The Lion’s Club as- 
sisted with payment for eye appointments and 
glasses. Patients were also transported to Han- 
over when necessary. 

Cost re-imbursement papers were made-out 
by Mrs. Kathleen Carlson, bookkeeper, under 
the supervision of Blue Cross-Blue Shield. They 
were audited by Maurice Wernick. In the fall 
of 1968 they began to pay by cost per visit 
instead of a fee. 

Mrs. Janice Yarwood, Registered Physical 
Therapist, resigned in March. She was re- 
placed by Mrs. Mildred Johnson, RPT. 

Mrs. Eleanor Parmelee attended the Gov- 
ernor’s Conference on Drug Abuse. 


Mrs. Carlson resigned in October and Mrs. 
Bernadette Marek was hired as the bookkeeper. 
Mrs. Parmalee also resigned in October as Head 
Nurse. Her resignation was effective December 
31781968; 

Mrs. Allen and Mrs. Parmelee talked with 
a group of nurses at the CGH about public health 
co-ordination to make a better continuity of care 
between the hospital and the VNA. 

Another meeting was held with Roland 
Stoodley from the N. H. Vocational Institute to 
see if the VN could assist with the practical 
nursing program at the school. This was ap- 
proved by the board. 


A copy of the by-laws, personnel policies 
and the therapist contract was sent to the Home 
Health Agency previous to the Medicare re- 
survey. 

The Visiting Nurse Association also reported 
that Maurice Wernick audited the books; the 
Advisory Board drew up new personel policies 
and it was suggested that each nurse carry in- 
dividual liability insurance even though the 
Association carries a policy. 

Nurses attended a meeting with Dr. Solo 
at the CGH for instruction on the new closed- 
circuit television with Hanover. 

The first of monthly meetings was held in 
December, 1968 with a state nutritionist. Eight 
nurses attended to discuss the pre-natal diet.
